William DePriest who was living in Rutherford County, NC, 
in 1832 filed on September 10, 1832, the following pension 
application for service in the Revolutionary War: 

State of North Carolina Rutherford County: 

On this 10th day of September 1852 personally appeared in 

open court before the justices of the said court of Rucherford 
County now sitting, William Depriest a resident of the United 
States in the county of Rutherford and state of North Carolina 
aged 75 years who being first duly sworn according to law doth 
on his Oath make the following declaration in order to obtain 
the benefit of the Act of Congress passed the 7th of June 1832. 

That he entered the Service of the United States under the 
following named officers and served as herin stated. That he 
first enlisted for twelve months under Captain Joseph Martin 
near the long Island on Holstin I think in the state of Virginia 
in the year of 1778. We was stationed at long Island of 
Holstin and at Rye dove and guarding the Indians lines was 
Discharged at the long Island. I then became a substitute fo 
three months under Captain James Shelby I cannot tell the 
person name. I never saw him before or since that know of this 
as a tour against the Cherokee Indians. I went as far as the 
Chicamoya Downs under command of Coln Montgomery and returned 
back from that place withColn Shelby to the settlement where I 


left. Then after I became a substitute for three months this 
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under Captain Jessee Bean. I do not recollect the name of 


_the person who I was a substitute for. I was at the Battle 


of Kings Mountain we was under Capn Sevier. I do not recollect 


that any general Officer was there. After my time was out I 
returned to Henry County state of Virginia. I then enlisted 
for ten months under Captain Samuel Martin in a Troop of horse 
belonging to the North Carolina Troops. We was under the 
command of Coln. William Polk. we was at Charlotte NCarolina, 
Granby S.Carolina. I was at the Battle of Moncks Corner also 
at the Battle at Goose Creek. we was at those places under 
the command of Geni. Marion This was the hardest service I 
performed. we had many scrimages with the British and Tories 
when they was at any distance from the main army we was in 
persuit of them when my time expired. I was discharged this 
was about the end of the War. I am poor and oald not able to 
till the earth to support myself and wife who is also on the 
decline. I spent the prime of my life in the Defense of my 
Country and I hope they will sustain me. 

He hereby relinquishes every claim whatever to a pension 
or annuity except the present and declares that his name is 
not on the pension role of the Agency of any State whatsoever. 

Sworn to and subscribed this day and year aforesaid.

County state of Virginia in the year 1760

to Henry County Virginia. I went to Holston above the Long 
Island and after the Was was over I think in the year 1783 I 
moved to Rutherford County NCarolina where I have lived ever

a substitute or did you volunteer 


Answer: I first enlisted for 12 months under Captain Joseph 
Martin I think in what was called the Washington Rangers. 

Next was a substitute for three months under Captain Isaac 
Shelby I do not recollect the person's name who I substituted 
for I never saw him before or since to my knowledge. Next a 
Substitutes for 3 months under Capt. Jesse Bean his name was 
---- Lane. I then enlisted under Captain Samuel Martin for 
ten months. Capt Sevier was our commander. I saw C pt. 
Washington, Capt. Lee and was in the battle of Kings Mountain. 
Court 10th September 1832 (File S8319) 

His application was approved and his Certificate No. 23343, 
issued January 7, 1834, rate $61.66 per annum, commenced March 
4, 1831, Act of June 7, 1832, North Curolina Agency. William 
died in 1858; a DAR monument has been erected at Old Salem 
Cemetery, in Rutherford County near Cherry Mountain, where 
family tradition believes he lived. 

Trying to identify generations that preceded William has 
been a challenge. The Virginia DePriests left footprints all 
over the Commonwealth prior to the Revolutionary War. Un- 
fortunatedly, almost none of them left wills or at least none 
left wills that survived the Civil War. Records from New Kent 
County and Hanover County were moved for safety to Richmond 
during the Civil War, only to be burned in a fire which was 
set by the Confederates as they evacuated the city. 


The earliest record I have found in Virginia for the family 


was in New Kent County, Virginia, in 1689. The Vestry Book of 
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St. Peter's Parish, New Kent County, recorded the birth of 


William, son of Robert Depress from France and his wife 


Elizabeth at his baptism on Oct. 24, 1689. Shortly after the 


birth of William, his mother died as the Vestry Book also 
records that on Sept. 27, 1689, Elizabeth, wife of Robert 
departed this life. Apparently, Robert remarried quickly 
because the baptisms of Mary on Nov. 9, 1690, Sarah on Sept. 
4, 1698 and Elizabeth on July 19, 1702, daughters of Robert 
and Mary are also recorded in St. Peter's records. Hanover 
County was formed from New Kent County in 1721 and the lands 
of Robert DePriest continued to be used as a reference in 
parish records there until 1711 when a reference is made to 
Widow DePriest. 

In 1732, another Robert DePriest, who is referred to as 
being from Hanover County, recorded a land grant in Hanover 
County. In 1735, John DePriest also of Hanover County pur- 
chased land in Hanover County. I think it is safe to assume 
that Robert and John were probably sons of Robert and Mary 
DePriest, and half-brothers of William b. 1689. Certainly, 
it seems unlikely that the only children produced by Robert 
and Mary were born 1690, 1698 and 1702. Surely, there were 
some others who filled in the gaps. There exists a family 


genealogy on Robert "Robin" DePriest of Hanover County, VA, 


called Richardson-DePriest Family by Rev. Douglas Roller, D.D., 


which states that "Robert (Robin) DePriest came to VA from 
France in 1732; married a Miss Snead of Hanover in 1740 and 


settled at Westonville, Hanover County." Rev. Roller lists 
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only the following issue: Bettie B. 1741 who married a Mr. 
Johnson in 1759; Martha b. 1743 who married John Richardson in 
1760; and Mary b. 1745 who married a Mr. Hudson. Deed books 

of Hanover County indicate that sons of the Richardson alliance 
inherited the Robert DePriest property and the book is pri- 
marily about this branch of the family. I suspect that the 
author's assumption regarding "Robin" DePriest immigration 

from France could be challenged, but the records to prove/dis- 
prove may be lost. Suffice it to say that certainly Robin was 
of an age to be the son of Robert and Mary as was John who 
appears briefly in Hanover County records. There are various 
other references in Virginia records to Harrison DePriest, 
Cornelius DePriest, Langston DePriest, who were of the following 
generation of DePriests in Virginia and who had some types of 
ties to Hanover County to indicate that they all belonged to 
the same family. However, for the time being until more evi- 
dence surfaces, the William DePriest b. 1689 is the primary 
subject of this research. 

Goochland County deed books record that on April 1, 1734, 
William Swift of Hanover County sold to William DePriest of 
Hanover County 200 acres for 20 pounds, bounded by John Hodges, 
Amos's branch and a branch of Deep Creek of Linkinghold Creek. 
Witness: John Chiswell, Ar. Graham, and Robert Davis. This 
land was located in St. James Northam Parish of Goochland 
County. The tithe lists of Goochland County do not list William 
DePriest in 1735 or 1736 so it isn't definite that William 


actually moved to Goochland County in 1734. However, his will

was recorded in Goochland County in 1738 and although no DePriests 
are listed on the 1744 tithe list, Judith DePriest is listed 

with Randolph DePriest in 1746. In 1748 the tithe list contains 
Judith DePriest and George Sutherland listed together, and the 
1749 tithe list have John and Robert DePriest listed together. 

The Goochland County Deed Book 6, page 15 lists the following: 


March 2, 1738 
Dr. the estate of Wm Depriest to his administratrix Judith 


Deprist. To pay Doctor Tullock for attending him in his sickngs... 


4#...8....T0 pay Hugh Rea of the appriasm of the said estate 
including 

-Wm Howlet a negro man 

-Aag Grayham for clerks fees 

-Joseph George for schooling 2 children 

-~George Walton for schooling 3 children 

-Robert Walton for 6 months schooling 3 children 

-John Staples for schooling 3 children 

August 14, 1749 lists an accounting of the estate of William 
DePriest which refers to "bringing up seven children". 

Since the estate could not be settled until the youngest minor 
child of William became of age, the estate was not settled until 
1755. However, on December 14, 1750 a deed was recorded in 
Goochland County between Randolph Depriest of Goochland and 
William Swanson of Goochland. Apparently Randolph was moving 
from Goochland and Swanson purchased for 5 lbs. sterling one 
tract of land described as "Beginning at a corner pine of the 
land of Jno Hodges on Amoses Branch, d granch of the Deep Creek 
of the Linging Hole, thence north 35 degrees west 80 chains to 
Pointers, thence east 75 degrees N. one hundred chains to Pointers 
thence East 77 chains to Pointers and thence East 35 degrees, 


south 130 chains to land of Jno Hodges." Judith Hodges, mother 


of the said Randolph relinquished her dower rights to the land. 
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The final settlement was also recorded in Goochland County 
Deed Book 7, page 13: Know all men by these present that we 
Randolph Depriest, William Depriest, George Sutherland, and 
John Salmon are held and firmly bound unto John Hodges in the 
just and full sum of 100 pounds." The document continues 
without any information of genealogical import until the fol- 
lowing sentence: '...agreed with the said John Hodges who 
intermarried with the widdow of William Depriest deceased and 
mother of the above bound Randolph Depriest, William Depriest 
and wives of the above bound George Southerland and John 
Salmon and Robert Depriest and John Depriest infants”. 

At this point, we have now determined that William DePriest 
married Judith and by 1738 produced sons Randolph, 
William, John and Robert as well as two daughters, one who 
married George Sutherland and another who married John Salmon. 

The DOUGLAS REGISTER which serves as a substitute vestry 
book for Goochland County, both St. James Northam and Southam 
Parishes, gives additional information regarding these children 
as well as the names of the two daughters: 

Randolph DePriest b. ca 1729 m. Mary Mims in 1751 

William DePriest b. ca 1733 m. Tabitha Tony on April 6, 1758. 
Mary DePriest b. ca 1731 m. George Southerland. 

Naomi DePriest b. ca 1732 m. John Salmons by 1759. 

John DePriest b. ca 1734 m. Elizabeth Rice on June 6, 1759. 
Robert DePriest b. ca 1736 m. Martha "Patsy" Bailey/Bayley by 

Oct. 15, 1766. 

Reverend Douglas also recorded the births or baptisms of 
several members of the next generation of this family: 
Robert DePriest, son of Randolph and Mary was born Nov. 5, 
1763. (He is listed in the DAR Patriot Index as b. 1 Nov 


1763 d. 6 Aug 1839 m. Martha Taylor. They had only one child, 
a Daughter, Mary.) 
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Francis DePriest, daughter of Randolph and Mary, was born 


March 7, 1767. 
John DePriest, son of William and Tabitha, was born March 14, 


1761. 
Annie DePriest, daughter of WIlliam and Tabitha, was born 


March 1, 1768. 
Mary DePriest, daughter of Robert and Martha, was born October 


15, 1766. 
Judith DePriest, daughter of Robert and Martha, was born 


Feb. 27, 1768. 
Jacob Salmons, son of Naomi DeFriest and John Salmons, was 


born June 6, 1759. 
Molly Salmons, daughter of Naomi DePriest and John Salmons, 


was born Feb. 6, 1762. 
Twins John and Sally Salmons, children of Naomi DePriest and 


John Salmons, were born Sept 28, 1764. 
Joel Salmons, son of Naomi DePriest and Jchn Salmons, was 


born March 17, 1767. 
Robert Salmons, son of Naomi Depriest and John Salmons, was 


born August 19, 1770. 


The VIRGINIA GAZETTE recorded a few activities of Randolph 
and William at this time: September 2, 1757, page 4, column 
2 lists William DePriest of Goochland County among "soldiers 
lately draughted out the Militia of this colony to serve in 
the Virginia Regiment, (who) have deserted from the said ser- 
vice". Also given was his height of 5'7", age 24, occupation - 
sawyer, and complexion - dark. From other sources it seems 
that the desertion when nee: 2d at home was a fairly common 
practice in the militia during this era, and could be an ex- 
planation of what today would be considered reprehensible. 
The VIRGINIA GAZETTE of June 11, 1767, lists among others who 
appeared in the Court of Oyer and Terminer as criminals: 
Randall Depriest from Chesterfield, for felony. He was judged 
guilty. No indication of what his punishment was. All of 
these run-ins with the law need to be considered in light 


of the political climate during the decade preceeding the 


Nc its hn Si cn ek SRR tce 


Revolution. 1765 brought the Stamp Act and all its protests 
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in the Colonies. 1766 saw the repeal of the Stamp Act, but 
1767 brought more of the "intolerable acts" which pushed the 
colonies closer to revolt. Perhaps both of these men were 
simply social misfits and deserved some of the labels placed 
on them by these records. However, it is best to recall the 
spirit of the times and that the records available were written 
by those empowered by the British. There may have been other 
explanations for their behavior. | 

in 1763, Randolph DePriest recorded a land entry in 
Pittsylvania County, VA, and in the same year, references 
in Pittsylvania County land records refer to William DePriest's 
presses. Whether both men moved to Pittsylvania County at 
that time is unknown; however, by 1767 records remain that 
prove that at least William and Tabitha were residing in 
Pittsylvania County as shown by the following letters: 
ARCHIVES OF MARYLAND, Vol. 14, Correspondence of Governor 
Horatio Sharpe, Vol. III. 
"Correspondence of Governor Horatio Sharpe to Governor Fauquier: 
Annapolis 30 Oct 1767 
Sir 

One William Depriest alias William Williams who was lately 
committed to the Custody of the Sheriff of Frederick County in 
this Province (on Suspicion of having counterfeited the Bills 
of Credit in Circulation here called Eight Dollar Bilis) having 
in a Confession he made upon being apprehended given an Account 
of several persons in the Western Parts of Virginia that were 


concerned in the Scheme and who are reported to have counterfeited 
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and passed considerable sums in Virginia I think it incumbent on 
me to send you a Copy of his confession together with a Co 

me to send you a Copy of his confession together with a Copy of 
a Letter he wrote to his Wife soon after he was committed to 
Prison which will shew what People he is connected with there and 
perhaps lead to a Discobery of other Crimes. On its being repre- 
sented to Me that the Sheriff of Frederick was apprehensive an 
Attempt might be made to rescue Depriest and one Jno Cox who had 
been also committed on a like Suspicion I have ordered them to 
be brought hither and secured in the Jail till next April when 
they will be remanded to Frederick County Assises but I much 
question whether there will be sufficient Evidence to convict 
them tho Circumstances against them are exceeding strong; (Note: 
Why did the Governor think that they would not be convicted 

when they had a confession from William and exceedingly strong 
evidence? Could it be their fellow colonists who would serve on 
the jury would have been too sympathetic to someone committing a 
crime against the Crown?) Should any Discoveries be made in the 
mdan time that may subject them to punishment in Virginia you 
will be pleased to give me timely Notice that an Order might 
issue for their being delivered up to a Virginia Officer." 

The letters referred to in Governor Sharpe's letter were 
found in the Archives of Maryland, VOl. 32, Proceedings of the 
Council of Maryland, April 15, 1761 - September 24, 1770. 
William Hand Browne, editor. Baltimore, Maryland Historical 
Society, 1912.

Your name was given to me by Patricia (Pat) Edwards. She said 
that you might be able to find some group sheets in the Library 
on James DePriest and Penelope Farr. 


My family and I are researching our ancestors in the DePriest 
(DuPriest, etc.}. family. My great-great-grandmother was Martha 
DePriest, daughter of William DePriest (b. 1792) and Sarah Cowart 
of Perry County, Mississippi. Martha (born 1835) married Mathias 
Geiger. We are descended from Martha and Mathias, via Edgar 
Cameron Ray. 


We are stuck on the parentage of our William DePriest, above. We 
believe his father to have been a James DePriest, but that’s 
where our trail ends. 


At one point, we thought that William's father James was the 
James DePriest who was the son of William and Esther Davies 
DePriest of Rutherford County, North Carolina. But this doesn't 
seem pessible since that James was born in 1795 —- three years 
after our William! 


There was a James (born 1762), son of William and Tabitha Toney 
DePriest. and brother of the William who married Esther Davies 
and lived in Rutherford County, North Carolina. 


There was a James given land in Sumner County, Tennessee in 1795 
after Revolutionary service in North Carolina. This one seems to 
have been the same as the one in the previous paragraph. 


There was a James in Elbert County, Georgia in 1820; wife 
Elizabeth. 


There was also a James in the Mobile/Tombigbee River area in the 
early eighteenth century. 


I am hoping that you might be able to offer some help. Do you 
know anything about any of these James DePriests? Birth and/or 
death dates? Marriages? Locations or migrations? Children? 
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Or do you have any information on the parentage of the William 
who was the husband of Sarah Cowart? This is the one we're 
trying to identify, that is: parents, birth, marriage, etc. 


There seem to have been DePriests in Perry, Wayne, Hancock and 
Jasper Counties, Mississippi (and later Louisiana); do you know 
of any of the source places of any of these DePriest families 
that migrated to Mississippi? When they came to settle 
Mississippi, from where did they come? 


I have all the information I really need on the family from 
William and Sarah Cowart DePriest on down to the present. What I 
seek is from William and Sarah back to the previous 
generation(s). 


Any heip or clues or suggestions or new people/addresses to write 
would be greatly appreciated. If you are a professional 


genealogist, please let me know your fees for information you may 
already have and for new information you may pursue for us.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
May 3, 1991 regarding the Depriest/Dupriest family. 


We have a large amount of information on this 
family. Most of it came from the research of Robert L. 
Landrum of Waveland, MS. He is deceased and the library 
purchased his genealogical collection shortly after his 
death. 


I have also researched this family since it is 
closely related to the Strickland families of Wayne 
and Jasper Counties, MS. 


I am enclosing a group sheet on James Depriest, Sr. 
who we all believe is the father of your William. This 
James was in the Tombigbee settlement in Washington County, 
Mississippi Territory in 1803 (tax roll). Later he was 
cut off into Wayne County when it was formed from Washington 
County, M.T. in 1809, then cut off into Greene County in 
1811 when it was formed and then into Perry County when 
it was formed in 1819. I suspect that he never moved 
but his place of residence was changed by county formation. 
All of the area was contained in Washington County M.T. 
until 1809 when Wayne was formed. Then in Wayne County 
until Greene was formed in 1811 and then in Greene County 
until Perry was formed in 1819. 


Most of the Children say their father was from 
Georgia as reflected by the birthplace listed for your 
William. 


James married first Penelope Farr and second Mary 
Wall, widow of Micajah Wall of Washington County, M.T. 
There are two court cases that shed much light on this 
family. One is 0O.C. Dease vs Ransom L. Jones; this 
has to do with the estate of Micajah Wall deceased. 

The other is the estate papers of Delilah Farr in Hancock 
County, MS. These papers list the children of James

Child of the couple was MATTIE J, DUPRIEST whom. WILLIAM 
LEONARD JOHNSON in 1879 and d. sometime in 1884 in Panola Co., Texas 
Nothing more is known by Mrs. Murphy about Mattie. Because of Mattie's 
early death Mrs, Murphy's mother didn't know much about the maternal 
side of her family. Mr. Johnson married soon after to a second wife. 
EDITOR'S NOTE: The Index to 1820 Census of Georgia lists these fami- 
lies with your surname variations: James A, and Elizabeth Depriest in 
Elbert Co., and Elizabeth Dupreast in Wilkinson Co. If we assume that 
Thomas! father was in Georgia, and over 21 in 1820, then our only avail- 
able male of the name is James A, Depriest of Elbert Co.,Ga. James A. 
had married in Elbert Co, to JUDITH BOOTH 1/7/1819, James draws 

in the Land Lottery in 1821 and 1832 as a married man, resident in 
Elbert Co, 5 ; 

Randolph Depriest and his wife Amey lived along Cedar Creek in Wilkes- 
then Elbert Co., Ga, in 1794-5-7. John Depriest and his wife Jean sold 
land in Elbert Co, on Dove Creek in 1796 to William Faulkner, on the 
Pennington's Fork, John Depriest ''of Georgia'' had bought part of this 
land in'1789 from "William Bradford of Virginia'' (Deed Book A, folio 21) 
The land was originally granted t6 Bradford in 7/20/1786, and a record 
should be available from the Surveyor General Dept., Ga. Archives, as 
to Bradford's right to a land grant, if you want to ‘investigate this. In 
1791 James Tuttle, Sr., sold "to the Rev. Mr. John White" 200 ac. on 
Dove's Creek granted originally to Benjamin Davis, with John Depriest 
as awitness. This 'Rev.Mr. John White" is, I believe, John Martin 
White, son of Jeremiah White of Albemarle Co., Va. David Creswell 
grants to Abell Howell (ABEL HOWARD?) of Wilkes Co. (both of Wilkes) 
200 ac. on Doves Creek, Elbert Co. in 1795 with John Depriest and E. 
Offutt as witnesses, In March 1797 John Depriest, 1 in family, appeared 
before the land court of Elbert County requesting land. No disposition of 
his request is known to me, but this also should be available from the 
Surveyor General's Dept. 

Randolph Depriest appears in the Reconstructed Census of Elbert Co, 1790, 
living near the Savannah River in the southeastern - most corner of 
present-day Hart Co., Ga. 

The Depriests left no wills in Elbert Co. before 1835, but may have 

left an administration. I have none of these records. 

In Wilkes County's earliest records are found Depriest-Dupuy~ Dupius, 
Those named in Elbert Co. as well as William and Joseph "hatter". 

In Gone to Georgia, by Stewart, the mention of the Elbert and Wilkes Co, 
Depriest family is made, as well as a sale of Jackson Co,, Ga. land to 
Joseph Carson on Walnut Fork, by John Dupriest, 

Moving westward one Green Depriest married Deborah Jones in 1838 in 
Walton Co., Ga., yet no Depriest family was enumerated in that county, 
This suggests that the family was to be found in the counties near Jackson 
and east of Atlanta until near the Civil War. 
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
